New York, Dec. 28.—Resunip- 
lion of conferences here today be- 
tween representatives of the rail- 
roads and the employes' brother- 
hoods was quickly 
terminated. 
The reason was understood to be 
that the conference committee of 
tlie railroad managers sought to 
appl3^ the recent switchmen's ar- 
l)i1 ration award to Ihe present 
conti-oversj' 
over the Adamson 
net. 


The conferees had been in ses- 
sion less than two hours when an 
adjournment Avas taken and no 
nnnouncement was made by either 
side as to whether future meetings 
would be held. The brotherhood 
conferees were obviously distrub- 
ed 
when 
the 
session 
ended. 
Neither side would be quoted as 
'o wiiat had taken place. 


DccIincd I t Point Blank. 


It wiis learned, however, that the 
roads .suggested -that the dispute be- 
tween them over the application of 
Lho Adamson act, if upheld by the su- 
P'-enip court, be settled on the basis 
of the .switchmen's award, which, the

switchmen on the roads involved nine 
hour.'-,' pay for eight hours of work. 


Representatives 
of 
the 
brother- 
hoods, it was asserted, declined point 
blank to accept a settlement on such a 
basis. 
They are declared 
to 
have 
pointed insistently to the Adamson act 
and to have demanded that an agree- 
ment V)e reached uncei- the act. Such 
a settlement, they held, would grant 
them ten hours' pay for eight hours' 
work. 


It was understood that during the 
confei-ence today

which would consider and settle arbi- 
trarily all future disputes, i-egardless 
of whcthei" the Adamson act ^^'a.s de-

Washington, Dec. 28.—Representa- 
tive Hull, of Tennessee, declared in a 
statement issued today that 
neutral 
nations should exert their influence to 
secure the adoption in any peace treaty 
that may be negotiated between t h e 
belligerent powers of a provision f o r 
an international trade agreement con- 
gre.ss. 
Mr. Hull announced his inten- 
tion to introduce a resolution in t h e 
house embodying his idea. 
H e be- 
lieves that sucli a n agreement is vital 
to t h e maintenance o" peaceful rela- 
tions between the powers because of 
the rivalry and bitter economic strifo 
in which retaliation and discrimina- 
tion have been the chief weapons.

Paris Expects U. S. Federal 
Reserve to Conclude It 
Very Soon. 


Paris, Dec. 28.—The appointment of 
the Bank of England as agent for t h e 
federal reserve bank of New York is 
likely to be followed by the conclu- 
sion of a similar arrangement 
with 
the Bank of France. 
The Journal 
says this 
development 
demonstrates 
that the relations between the United 
States 
and the entente 
allies are 
more cordial than might have 
been 
believed at the time the federal i-e- 
serve board last month warned United 
States banks against t h e acceptance 
of treasury notes of t h e belligerents, 
the effects of which this new develop- 
ment, it is believed, will go f a r toward 
obliterating. 


The facts as known here are that 
Benjamin Strong, jr., governor of the 
New Tork federal reserve bank, con- 
ferred 
with

Banks of England antt France in Feb- 
ruary, 1916, as to the best means of 
establishing closer relations with E u - 
rope. 
The possibility of using sums 
payable to the Unitecr States f o r m e r - 
chandise either in the acquisition of 
French and British securities or as 
credits was among the points dis- 
cussed. 
Negotiations with the Bank 
of France are still in progress and are 
likely to be concluded successfully a t 
an early date.

side. 


So spirited was the American Are 
that residents of t h e district thought 
a machine gun was being used, but 
this was denied by the Kentucky of- 
ficei-s. 
There were no known

alties. 


Captain B. W. Clark, in command 
of the Kentucky infantry, which did 
the firing, affirmed that he not only 
heard shots and saw flashes on the 
Mexican side, but ajso saw some Mex- 
icans when the headlight of a street 
car crossing a bridge lighted the bed 
of the river below. 


"About four shots were flred at our 
detached post when one of the men 
struck a match to light a cigarette," 
said Captain Clarke. 


"The detachment had

shots when we Joined in. 


"I made out several men afoot and 
on horseback running 
u p the river 
gorge. 
Firing seemed to come f r o m 
several other points. W e kept u p our 
fire until we were sure the Mexicans 
were driven well out.

ground owned by the Swinney

located on Taylor street, near the Lake

and Western 
railroad 
tracks. 
Mrs. P. A. Randall, 
agent for the 
Misses Swinney, denies that the ground 
has been sold. 


Mi-s. Randall states that the' ground 
had been surveyed to see just how large 
a tract it was, but is emphatic in her 
statements that the plot of ground still 
belongs to the Swinney heirs and that 
no sale has been consummated. 


Seeking New Grounds. 


P r o m 
very 
reliable 
sources it is 
known that t h e Ford 
Manufacturing 
company is seeking new grounds where 
a sub-factory and store house are to 
be erected a n d t h e company officials 
have been regarding Fort Wayne a s a 
very likely location. T h e city is so lo- 
cated t h a t it would be a good distribut- 
ing point for the centml states. 


Local agents of the Ford automobile 
have also heard of the runnor, but state 
t h a t they have no authentic informa- 
tion f r o m t h e factory.

In th V'osges Mountains, Alsace, Nov. 
30.—fCon-ej3pondence of The Associ- 
ated Press.)—The extent to which the 
resources of America have been called 
upon during the war is perhaps no- 
where more in evidence than in the 
reconquered mountain districts of the 
former German 
province 
of Alsace. 
AVhile making a trip through 
that 
portion of the province now occupied 
by French troops The Associated Press 
correspondent came into contact at 
many points with signs of the wide 
range of America's resources. 


Immediately after crossing the for- 
mer 
frontier 
between 
Alsace 
and 
France 
the 
correspondent passed a 
mule train, most of the animals com- 
posing which had beeji imported from 
Algeria, but many from Mis.««oun, Lou- 
isiana and other states, and had served 
in transport columns ever sine» the 
early days pf hostihties with great sat- 
isfaction to the armj- authorities. 
The 
sure-footedness of these mules 
and 
their reliability have been great fac- 
tors in keeping the men enti-enched on 
the slopes and summits of the Vosges 
supplied with food and munitions dur- 
ing the long winter months v/hen other 
road traffic is next to impossible. 


Another method of transport ema- 
nating 
from 
across 
the Atlantic is 
composed of teajns of dogs from Alas- 
ka and Labrador. 
When snow puts 
out of the question any other means 
of conveying supplies to the troops, 
these animals are harnessed to sleds in 
teams of eight with a leader or guide 
chosen 
from 
the 
most 
intelligent 
among them and they make rapid pro- 
gress with hea'^'.v loads over the snow 
fields. 
On the day of the cerrespcnd- 
ent'.s visit one kennel containing l.oO 
dogs had just completed four success- 
ive days' work after a heavy fall of 
snow and had in that period conveyed 
to the front line upwards of fifty tons 
of food and other supplies. 
Besides 
the dogs from Alaska and Labrador 
there are many breeds of animals kept 
in the kennels usually dug into the 
rock at three or four thousand feet 
up the 
hill 
slope. 
They comprise 
sheep dogs from Alsace, Scottish col- 
lies, mastiffs, and cross-breed.s. 
All of 
them apparently enjoy tlie .work and 
they are of inestimable service to the 
troops.

Unifyiing the Dry Forces. 


Friends of temper^vnce in Indiana will be gratified at the decision 
of the Aniii-Saloon Leaigue, reached after some parley and what 
threatened to become a lively exchange of verbal blows, to affiliate 
with the so-called Indijina Dry Federation, now being formed with the 
avowed purpose of securing the enactment of a state-wide prohibi- 
tion law in this staate. When the dry federation movement was 
launched a few weeks» ago, the active support of the militant and 
successful Anti-Saloon X/eaguers was confidently counted on as a mat- 
ter of course. There -wds no doubt of that. Imagine the consternation 
that followed, then, 
announcement was made that the Anti- 


Saloon League organization purposed doing its fighting independ- 
ently of any other movement; that it feared to risk its organization 
life and the gains it had .made by a merger with any other movement, 
even looking toward a pi^'rpose that is identical with its aims. 


Nothing could have heen finer for the liquor interests than this 
wide-open split in Indiana temperance forces, and they have had much 
difficulty in restraining an expression of their manifest delight at the 
breach opening broadly in the ranks of those opposed to them. It 
was almost an assurance that the dry law effort was doomed to 
defeat, for a divided cause gets nowhere. AVith half the temperance 
forces in the state urging a "dry" law along one line and the other 
half willing to see it win but reluctant to get into the fight because 
of the manner in which it was conducted, there would be small chance 
of convincing Avavering legislators that a majority of the people of 
the state really "vii^anted what they were said to be wanting. If there 
is a real basis for the likelihood tliat the incoming Indiana legislature 
will pass a statet-wide "dry" law, it lies in the contingency that all 
the temperance factions and all the temperance forces will get behind 
fie movement unitedly. The job is much too big for any division of 
;h>m to tackle alone and have well-grounded hope for victory.

Save 20,000 Lives ;

I am emphaticaUy of the opinion 
peace is in sight! 


By this I mean that in my judgment ' 
the discussion of peace started by the 
German offer and the president's note 
win continue until some method of 
composing the war is found! 


That may take three months, or 
six months, or nine months, or a year, 
but I believe tlie end is really in sight. 


It took four years of peace con- 
ferences to settle the Thirty Tears' 
war; no one would venture to proph- 
esy how long these negotiations must 
last, but t ^ great thing that has been 
accomplished by President Wilson is 
to loosen tongues in 
every country 
which had been padlocked hitherto by 
the censorship or the cries of the 
mob. 


There must be a debate in the house 
of commons, when it meets again, on 
the president's proposals and this will 
enable the more than 100 members of 
the house who are in favor of settling 
the war now, if it can be honorably 
done, to spéak their minds. 


The only regret I have in connec- 
tion with the president's wonderfully 
courageous action is that he did not 
do it a year ago, for perhaps he wduld 
have saved thereby a rnillion lives. 


My confidence that 
peace can be 
worked out which will satisfy all con- 
cerned is due to my belief that thé 
Germans are ready to make peace on 
satisfactory terms to the allies. 


That does not mean, of courâ«, that 


the first ofCer will necessarily be one 
that could be accepted. 
There must 
be bargaining as there has been in 
every similar case. 


I am fully aware when I say this 
public sentiment in England 
would 
not permit the government to accept 
terms which would seem dishonora- 
ble. 


The great point is that sooner or 
later the war is going to be settled by 
negotiation. 


Those of us of the American Neu- 
ti-al Conference' committee who have 
been Avorking for peace can see no 
harm in there being an exchange of 
opinion just as the president has so 
nobly suggested, in order to ascertain 
whether there is not a reasonable pos- 
sibility of both sides getting together. 


Even the shortening of this war by 
a single day may be the saving of 
20,000 human lives. Why not find out 
if it is really hopeless to begin to 
bargain ?

Eighteen hundred tress were plant- 
ed In Fort Wayno by city park work- 
men during 1916, according to Park 
Superintendent Getz. 


Most of the trees were placed along 
the new boulevards of the city, al- 
though many were planted in front 
lawns and on park plats. 
More orien- 
tal plants were planted than any other 
species. 
Nearly 1,000 of the large 
leafed shade trees were set out. 
Other 
trees planted In the order of their 
numbers 
were: 
Norway 
maples, 
American elm, red. Oak, pin oak and- 
white ash. Other trees, of the more 
elaborate or freak nature will number 
less than 125. 


More than 700 shrubs and hedge 
plants were set out in the parks dur- 
ing the year. 
This number embraces 
nearly 100 different varieties of hearty 
plants. It is a part of the year around 
bloom plan of Park 
Superintendent 
Getz. 


Nearly two miles of winding drives 
and wide foot paths have been layed 
through the city parks during the 
year. More than a mile of the beauti- 
fied park driveway is in Foster park. 
Half mile of permanent walk ha.s been 
Installed through Ijakeside park. 
* \ * * 


Fort Wayne has gone through a 
great year In every line of sport. Al- 
though the "second city" was not rep- 
resented in baseball league circles in 
the national pastime, there was no 
grreat lack of the sport and this was 
especially true on Saturday, Sundays 
and holidays when the majority of the 
followers were at leisure to witness 
the games. Of course, the game is a 
great 
deal 
more Interesting when 
there is a league team to watch and 
root for but the semi-pro aggregations 
and the Shop league players furnished 
some good exhibitions, and the game 
toward the end of the season for the 
championship of the city caused no 
little stir.

Haute have not given the right kind 
of support to their clubs and as g, re- 
sult they are both up. The latter, 
however, may keep the team io that 
city according to the latest reports. 
Anyhow. Fort Wayne is practically 
sure to be represented next year. 


Football has been one of the great- 
est sport factors in the city in the last 
few years and 
the Friars promis« 
a repetition of the good work for 
1917. The team this year was reor- 
ganized as one of the best professlonaJ 
organizations in the country. 
Thej' 
j defeated ever>- team of importanc« 
'Indiana, and by comparative scorei 
»hol(| the championship. 
A late at- 
tempt by Pine Village and Hammond 
' to swipe the title only resulted in 3 
little newspaper talk and left th« 
Friars supreme. 


Plans for next year in this "line oi 
endeavor are now centering around 
getting in touch with some of the best 
college players in the game, who grad- , 
uated this last year or before. Th« 
members of this year's squad are all 
keeping their eyes open for good ma- 
terial and the Friars expect to hav€ 
the best eleven in the country in Fort 
Wayne next year. The business men 
of the city are behind the club in this, 
inasmuch as the team 
has been a 
splendid advertisement foiT the town.

additions, which required both time 
and patience. 


Seventeen different organizations, or 
individuals repi-esenting organizations, 
were busy during the recent campaign 
collecting and distributing funds in 
j;id of the 
election 
of 
Charles E. 
Hughes, the republican candidate for 
;,':esident. 
Meanwhile six were 
just 
n.s 
busy 
collecting 
and 
disbursing 
money to promote the i-e-clection of 
President "Wilson. 


New System l']mployod. 


This was a decided innovation 
as 
compared 
with former 
campaigns, 
when the collection 
and 
disburse- 
ments were made entirely, or practic- 
ally so, through the national and con- 
gressional committees of the political 
parties. 


In the recent campaign the disburse- 
ments from all sources to aid in the

U.S.GOLO COINS 


E BACK AGAIN 


New Importation Includes 
Identical Cash Paid 
for Canal. 


New York, 
Dee. 28.—The 
largest 
single day's importation of gold into 
this country was recorded today with 
the deposit of $33,000,000 by J.P. Mor- 
gan in the New York and Philadel- 
,phia assay offices. 
Of this amount 
$25,000,000 deposited here was in the 
form of Amen '^n eagles, being the 
identical gold <vhich was shipped to 
Paris in April, 1904, during the Roose- 
velt administration 
by this 
govern- 
ment as part of the payment of $40,- 
000,000 made to the ord French Pana- 
ma Canal company for its equities in 
the canal. 


It was brought back to this country 
in the same boxes in which it was sent 
abroad and In which it has been kept 
for nearly thirteen years. 
This gold 
represented the first importation In 
the form of 
American 
gold 
since the present 
movement 
The bulk of previous receipts Avas in 
bar gold and other forms. 


Today's consignments bring the to- 
tal gold imports for the year up to 
$678,000,000,

giant generator will come from funds 
of the lighting department.

turbine has been set up. 


It is an object of the lighting de- 
partment to keep the capacity of the 
plant double that of the pull

Partial wreck of the main building 
of the Central foundry and destruction 
of a frame store house may result fi-om 
the cave-in of the 
big 
intercepting 
sewer which collai)sed at a point near 
the foundry Wednesday. 
Crater form- 
ed by earth tumbling into the sewer, 
is growing in size. 
Corner of the brick 
foundry building 
has been 
under- 
mined and Thursday morning a large 
crack appeared in Avails Of the build- 
ing near the corner where the earth 
has fallen away. 


Workmen are unable to begin mend- 
ing the damaged sewer because 
of 
danger of the brick wall of the foun- 
dry, or the entire hulk of the frame 
store room tumbling down upon them. 
Giant props are being placed against 
the walls of the two foundry struc- 
tures. 
The frame store house is sus- 
pended above the covity on stilt-like 
supports. 


All machinery which belonged to the 
Deister Machine company, was remov- 
ed from the frame store house, Thurs- 
day afternoon, when it became evident 
that the cave-in, growing in size, would 
undermine the building. 
The frame 
building is held by many beams above 
the crater. 
It is feared that the entire 
structure may tumble into the. cavity 
if the hole becomes much larger. 


Valued apparatus has been moved 
from that part of the Central foundry 
building: near the crater and where the 
walls of the building have 
cracked. 
It is feared that at least a part of the 
building will collapse, . as the sandy 
earth has fallen away from beneath the 
foundation wall. 


The sewer, which is five feet in di- 
ameter and is built of a double brick 
wall, lies thirty feet under ground at 
the point where the cave-in occurred. 
Collapse 
of the 
top of 
the tube is 
thought to be due to erosion of recent 
heavy rains. 


City will not have to pay for loss 
to' structures due to the cave-in, it is 
thought by Mayor Hosey, 
The strip 
along which the big interceptor is laid 
was formerly a highway. 
The drive 
was given up by the city on condition 
that buildings should be removed if 
they interfered with the sewer, Hosey 
says. 
The buildings, which are threat- 
ened with destruction, 
are

right-of-way of the former drive and 
llss will be to the property owners, 
Hosey points out.

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CHILE TAKING HOLD 
OFANHSEM 


Prepares for Construction 
of New Trans-Andine 
Railway. 


Valparaiso. Chile, Nov. 22.—(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press.) 
—^The department of public works has 
again taken under consideration the 
proposition of constructing the Chilean 
end of the new Trans-Andine railway. 
The line, which official reports say 
will be built at the earliest possible 
moment, will connect the Ai-genfine 
port of Bahia Blanca with Lebu and 
Will cross the Andes in the foreign 
regions of lionquimay. The Argentine 
end of the new trans-continental has 
been completed to within thirty kilo- 
meters of the Chilean frontier where 
work was halted to await a like de- 
velopment oh the western slope of the 
Andes. 


That Chile has not as yet built her 
section is due to a difference of opin- 
ion among government engineers as 
to the moat available route. 
Two 
counter 
projects have been 
urged 
in the chamber of deputies. 
These 
call for lines across the mountains of 
central and northern Chile, but the 
exhaustive report of Senor Domingo 
Duran, government expert, which has 
just been submitted, seems to have 
settled the matter in favor of the 
southern pass^ 
The bleak nature of 
the Andes in the northern and cen- 
tral parts, with the liability of ava- 
lanches which might block the line 
for months, has apparently determined 
the goviernment to commence work in 
the south where the forests of the high 
plateaus will hold the sliding snows. 
• At-present semi-weekly trains are 
running regularly 
between 
Buenos 
Aires and Valparaiso over the exist- 
ing trans-Andlne road which crosses 
the great plateau through the Uspal- 
la^ta Pass, 12.000 feet above the letvel 
of the sea. The twlce-arweek service, 
which was maintained before the great 
war was discontinued until a fornlght 
ago, when it was resumed because 
trafCic across the Panama canal has 
created a profitable paissengor | ser- 
vice for the South American ti^ans- 
cOntinental. 
^Many Americans are 
now experiencing the thrill of crossing 
the highest mountain range in the 
world, and of seeing from car win- 
dows those majestic peaks, the close- 
hand view' of which has heretofore 
been reserved for experienced and ad- 
yentqrous mountain climbers.

Field Marshal von Mackensen is

Friends of temperance in Indiana -will be gratified at the decision 


of the Anti-Saloon League, reached after some parley and what 
threatened to become a lively exchange of verbal blows, to affiliate 
with the so-called Indiana Dry Federation, now being formed with the 
avowed purpose of securing the enactment of a state-wide prohibi- 
tion law in this state. "When the dry federation movement was 
launched a few weeks ago, the active support of the militant and 
successful Anti-Saloon Leaguers was confidently counted on as a mat- 
ter of course. There was no doubt of that. Imagine the consternation 
that followed, then, when announcement was made that the Anti- 
Saloon League organization purposed doing its fighting independ- 
ently of any other movement; that it feared to risk its organization 
life and the gains it had made by a merger with any other movement 
even looking toward a purpose that is identical with its aims. 


•Nothing could'have been finer for the liquor interests than this 


wide-open split in Indiana temperance forces, and they have had much 
difficulty in restraining an expression of their manifest delight at the 
breach opening broadly in the ranks of those opposed to them. It 
was almost an assurance that the dry law effort was doomed to 
defeat, for a divided cause gets nowhere. With half the temperance. 
forces in the state urging a "dry" law along one line and the other 
ii'alf willing to see it win but reluctant to get. into the fight because 


^;6f~%he manner in which it was conducted, there would be small chance 


of convincing wavering legislators that a majority of the people' of 
the state really wanted what they were said to be wanting. If there 
•is.a real basis for the likelihood that the incoming Indiana legislature 
will pass a state-wide "dry" law, it lies in the contingency that all 
the temperance factions and all the temperance forces will get behind 
the movement unitedly. The job is much too big for any division of 
Uiein to tackle alone and have well-grounded hope for victory.

It took four years of peace con- 


ferences to settle tho Thirty -Tears' 
war; no one would venture to proph- 
esy how.long these negotiations must 
last, but tho great thing that has been 
accomplished by President Wilson is 
to loosen tongues in 
every country 


which had been padlocked hitherto by 
the censorship or the cries of tha 
mob. 


There must be a debate in the house 


of commons, when it meets again, on 
the president's proposals and this will 
enable the more than 100 members ot 
the house who are in favor of settUng 
the war now, if it can be honorably 
done, to speak their minds. 


The only regret I have in connec- 


tion with the president's wonderfully 
courageous action is that he did not 
do it a year ago, for perhaps h» would 
have saved thereby a million lives. 


My confidence that peace can be 


worked out which will satisfy all con- 
cerned is due to my belief that the 
Germans are ready to make peace on 
satisfactory terms to the allies. 


That does not mean, of course, that 


the first offer will necessarily'be one 
that could be accepted. 
There must 


be bargaining as there has been in 
every similar case. 


I am fully aware when I say this 


public sentiment in England would 
not permit the government to accept 
terms which would seem dishonora- 
ble.

later the war is going to be settled by 
negotiation.

The line, which official reports say 
will be built at the earliest possible 
moment. w.m connect the Argentine 
port of Bahia Blanca with Lebu and 
•will cross the Andes in the foreign 
regions of Lpnquimay. The Argentine 
end of the new trans-continental has 
been completed to within thirty kilo- 
meters of the Chilean frontier where 
work was halted to await a like de- 
velopment on the western slope of the 
Andes. 
That Chile has not as yet built her 


section is due to'a difference of opin- 
ion among government engineers as 
to the most available route. Two 
counter projects have been ur 
in the chamber of deputies. These 
call for lines across the mountains of 
central and northern Chile, but the 
exhaustive report o£ Senor Domingo 
Duran. government expert, which has 
just been submitted, seems to have 
settled the matter in favor of the 
southern pass. The bleak nature of: 
the Andes in the northern and cen- 
tral parts, with the liability of ava- 
lanches which might block the line 
for months, has apparently determined 
the government to commence work in 
the south where the forests of the high 
plateaus will hold the Sliding snows.
